civilian employers, in order to be fully ready to respond to
national or State emergencies; and be it further

RESOLVED, That the General Assembly urges all citizens,
including employers and firstline supervisors of employees
who are members of the National -Guard or Reserves of the
United States, to recognize the vital need for a trained,
ready National Guard and Armed Forces Reserve in our
national defense and to abide by the Veteran's Reemployment
Rights Act by granting time off for military training
exclusive of earned vacation and also grant them equal
consideration for job benefits and promotions as all  other
employees; and be it further
